LONDON, Sept. 19.--A rainstorm broke over the 
Dover coast tonight. A strong southwesterly wind lashed 
the sea against the chalk cliffs. 

LONDON, Sept. 19.—The Royal Air Force is continuing 
its slashing attacks on shipping concentrations along the 
German-held English Channel coast “to disconcert the 
enemy's invasion plans,” the air ministry said tonight. 

The nightly communique followed almost the same 
pattern as yesterday's indicating the R.A.F. bombers are 
returning night after night to the same spots—Ostend, 
Calais, Boulogne, Zeebrugge, Dunkerque, Cherbourg and 
Le Havre—causing havoc in the concentrations of barges 
and small ships and military stores collected for an attempt | 
to cross the Channel. 

The R.A.F., the communique said, also carried its at-| 
tacks into Belgium and Germany, bombing communications. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair, secretary for air, said yesterday 
the schedule of attacks on military targets will be followed | 
by the R.A.F., instead of making attacks on the Berlin civi- 
lian population as many Londoners have demanded in retali- | 
ation for attacks on London. 

Tonight’s communique said shipping was also attack- 
ed off the Netherlands coast last night, and numerous 
fires started among military stores on the Nazi-occupied 
coast.
